J1ED-H0T RAMRODS. 



Armenian Christians Branded and 
Otherwise Fearfully Maltreated 
by Turkish Troops. 



Pillasred, Abducted, Tortured, Burned 
aud Murdered by Their HeartlesaB 
Mahometan Persecutors. 



Bosto.v, June 11. — A reliable American 
resident in Turkey in a letter regarding the 
situation in Eastern Turkey reoelved hero 
to-day, says : " Thero is one thome whloh 
concentrates attention, namely, tho condi- 
tion and proBpoota of tho country. It is not 
only tho oauBO of common humanity which 
Interests us, bub tho question now pending 
holils within it tho life or doath of Oriental 
Christianity. Aro those wioked and god- 
Iosb fanatics to bo pormitted to dip thoir 
sworda further into innooont Christian 
blood, not only in gonoral massacres but on 
tho highways, in their own homes, in their 
families, and, worso than all, in prisons, by 
the hands of the government itsol' ? Day 
after day the pitiful story is told over and 
over again of pillage, burnings, torturoe, 
murders, violence, ahduotion, oonfiaoitlon, 
disruption of ohurohee, eto. Mere human 
aid is entirely Insufficient. The intrioaoleB 
of the political question Involved put tho 
solution of the problem far beyond our 
reach.' 1 

The letter gives a new story ooncorning 
the state of tho Turkish prisons. In the 
Bltlis prison there are seven cells, eaoh 
one large enough for ten or twelve persona. 
Between twenty and thirty aro orowded Into 
each one. There are no sanitary arrange- 
ments, Tho Armenians found in these ccIIb 
he.ve to do thoir own purchasing through 
zabatieths and at double priooB. They ore 
deprived of immediate communication with 
those outaide, and letters directed to them 
are not delivered. What thoy aro allowed 
to write must bo in Turkish. To get it 
written, two piasters or bread equivalent to 
a daily ration, must be given. Tho dally 
allowance of bread hy l*w should be 300 
drams, but it is never moro than 250, and 
is dirty and poorly bak^d. Often lb is not 
delivored. The water is undrinkable. Ar- 
menians ofton have to drink the khulitoh 
water. This is the water of tho tank where 
the Turks porform thoir ablutionB for pray- 
ers, Should one dare to »8k for justioe, he 
is at ones thrown into a dark, damp sub- 
terranean cell. The Armenians in these cellB 
are the sUvob oi the oaprico and severity of 
tho Turks. Soores of inBtancot are spool- 
fled wherein death oame and reloased the 
pricoper8 from the Buffering resulting from 
prison abuies. 

From the appalling list, the following 
few examples may bo cited : Caspar Kha- 
bolan, of Avzid village, Moosh, had his 
head -and arm broken by a prison keeper 
with an iron shovel j Mohran Oumudian, of 
Constantinople, w»b takon to Moosh, being 
beaten and Ill-treated by the way. He was 
brought to Bitlis with his leg broken. Mug- 
gerditoh Sughertistan, of Bitlis, died a fow 
days after boing released from prison, from 
the effeots of ill-usage sustained in prison ; 
Malkhais Aghajanian and Serop Malkhas- 
sian, of Ayzud village, Mooah, were baaten 
into a fainting oondition. Malkhoss was 
burned in eight places and Serop in twelve 
places with hot irons. 

Another oltizen of tho same village was 
stripped of his shirt and drawers and boat-on 
till ho fainted, and then his girdls was 
thrown round hie nook and ho was violently 
forced to the Seaptich office, where ho was 
brandod in sixteen places with rod-hot ram- 
rods. He was kept standing on his feet for 
five days and nights without food or drink. 
Ho was also subjected to violent boatings 
and tho pluoking out of his hair. Korkon 
Mardoian, of Somal village, Shadakaha, waa 
aubjocted to violent beatings, pluoking out 
hair ami forced to remain standing for 
twonty-four hourB at a timo. Thon Mul- 
a/.tu Hadji Ali and the prison keeper forced 
him to perform tho Shatan tcpoe (Satan's 
ring ; the handa aro tied togothor, the foot 
forced through them and then tied togothor 
by tho great toes). 

Casper, a Sidonian, of Khasa village, 
Moosh, was boaten for nine nights by 
Zabtiehs, by ordor of Muho Tchaouah and 
CaptainB Kakondor and Hadji Taicem. This 
roaultod in his death. Markar Manoax;lan, 
of Vortannos, waa violently torturod by 
Zabtiehs. On tho way to Bitlia tho 
ZabtiehB forcod him to carry thom by turna 
on hiB buck, und when his strength gave out 
thoy beat him. They kept him one night in 
a holo mado in the sdow and throo nights 
without food and drink, und did not allow 
him tobacco, to which ho was groatly ad- 
dicted. Ho was finally killed. Saghatlol 
Merzolan, of Hoah Goldio. villugo of Lava- 
nik, waa kept standing without food and 
drink for a long period at a timo, his hair 
pluokod nut violontly, boaten, choked with 
ropoB and threo timeB thrown into a faint. 
Tho prison keeper cauaod him to bo bound 
to a laddor and boat him with hiB shoo on 
tho Btomaeh, back and hoad, and thon apib 
In his mouth. 

A party of twouby-two Armenians was 
arrosted by soldiers in a oavo ut Hartk 
vlllago and takon to Somak, whero Zokki 
PuBha was. Here thoy wore boaton and 
torturod. Tho rematndor woro brought to 
BibliB, and eight dayu later two moro died. 
Thoir loader, Hampara Taum, waB Bubjectod 
to all sorts of torburo, boating, plucking out 
of hair, oto. A foot chain was on hia hand. 
Hia foot chains aro now heavior, ho is sub- 
jected to torture and Kurds aro enjoined to 
beat him. Still ho does nob dlo. Whonover 
tho Armenian prisonorB auooumb to torture 
and ill UBago and dio, tho govornmonb offi« 
eials' reporb Hiatus that thoy diod natural 
deaths. Tho prison keeper, Abdul Kadeer, 
has a silary of .'!()0 piasters a month, yob it 
is Bi'.id that ho haB two or throe Turkish 
merchants doing businoBS on capital loaned 
by him and ho haa lately built a house coat- 
ing about $2,500. All bhis monoy haB boon 
squeezed from tho Armenian prisonorB. 

On Sunday morning, April 21, a oroas was 
diBoovored upon tho door of tho Cathollo 
ohurch in Aracklr. Upon it were written 
throats against Christians, in tho Turkish 
Ianguago, On Sunday morning, April 28, 
in tho entry to ono of tho Protestant cha- 
pels was found a dog's head with a cross at- 
tached. Upon the upright part of this oross 
was written " English, French, Russian, 
Amorioan, Gorman, Armenian." Upon bho 
cross piece was Inscribed, " You infidols ; 
you ha vo become rebellious ; In a short time 
you will too what will booomo of you ; O 
you traitors against tho government." In 
tho Georgian church was found tho 
ro«b of the dog with a croea tied to its tail, 



upon which were written the names " Bul- 
garian, Italion, Greek " In addition to 
those upon tho ProteBtant cross was to be 
read : " The Armenians have grown re- 
bellious, and others, too ; but it is the turn 
of the Armenians to bo punished with the 
sword. Your fate has como. He who ac- 
cepts tho truo faith is safo." Aside from 
tho threats, which ab such a oriblcal timo 
are very serious, the indignity thus cast 
upon the Christian religion Is here con- 
sidered more serious than lb would be re- 
garded in Europe or America. 

RELIGION SCHOOLS. 

Proposal Before tho Anglican Synod of To- 
ronto With the Object of Imparting 
Religions Instruction. 

Toronto, Juno 11.— Ab tho Anglican 
Synod there la a notico on the paper of a 
motion relative to tho establishment of a 
course of more thorough roligioua instruc- 
tion in tho publio Bchools. Ib is proposod 
that ministers shall bo allowed to give 
religiouB Instruction of half an hour daily 
in tho schoole to the children of thoir re- 
spective denominations, and that tho privi- 
lege accorded to Catholics of establishing 
separate Bohools shall be allowod to all 
othor denominations whero euffiolenb sup- 
porters of such denominations doeiro to 
oroate thom. 



CABLE NEWS. 



China's Loan Negotiated Under Rus- 
sian Guarantees— Mission Stations 
Wrecked in China. 



Statue of Luther Unveiled in Berlin 
—Austria's Foreign Policy 
Unchanged. 



London, June 11.— Five French financial 
housos have signed an agreement to raise a 
Chinese loan of £15,000,000 under RuBsia's 
guarantee. 

The Rome correspondent of tho Standard 
telegraphs that it is announoed thero that 
the papal nunoios at Paris, Lisbon, Mad- 
rid and Vienna will be oreated cardin- 
als. The news arouses muoh interest in 
Vatican circles. 

A despatch from Shanghai Bays that tho 
Euglisb, Freneh, Canadian and Amorioan 
missions are wrecked at ShiDg Tu, Katiang, 
Yaohou, Pings Han and Sin King. Some of 
tho missionaries are missing, bub no lives 
aro known to be lost. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says Russia is 
negotiating with Denmark for possession of 
the Chrisbtanseo islands, expeoting thereby 
to got a coaling station in the Baltic sea. 

Advices from Berlin announce that the 
statue of Martin Lather was unveiled in 
the Now Market to-day. The houses in the 
vicinity were decorated, and local authori- 
ties, clergy and students took part in the 
procession. The weather was beautiful, and 
a large assembly gathered to witness the 
ceremony. Prinoe Frederiok Leopold repre- 
sented the Emperor, and made a speech at 
the unvolling of the statue. 

Tho Seggingotten mine, belonging to 
Count von Donnersark, near Brealau, has 
been on fire. Out of 400 miners at work 
when the fire broke onb only 40 roaohed the 
surface in safety. The bodies of ten miners 
have been recovered. 

Leading English politicians have inti- 
mated to tho R-osebery oabinet that they 
will bo supported by bhe public opinion of 
tho country if Groat Britain joins with the 
powers in a display of foroe as a roply to the 
attitude of tho Turkish government in re 
gard bo reforms in Armonla. 

A dispatch to tho Telegraph from Berlin 
states thab tho Krupp and Bookan steel 
company have recoived orders from China, 
and their agonts'have gone to St. Peters- 
burg in connection with rails for tho Siber- 
ian railway. 

The twentieth division of tho Caucasian 
army has been ordered to Kars and other 
stations on tho RusBO-Turklah frontier. Con- 
fraotora in Kara and Tlflis have recoived 
largo orders for stores and ammunition. Tho 
increaso on tho frontier of tho Russian 
frontier was not expected. 

Two unknown men succeeded in mutilat- 
ing tho portrait of Mr. Gladstone, on exhi- 
bition In Old Bond Btroot yosterdoy after- 
noon, and escaped without arrest. 

A Brussols dispatch says during a debate 
in tho chambor of doputiea a man who was 
in tho publio gallory Buddonly oommoncod 
Bhouting out insulting word» regarding King 
Leopold and tho ministry. Ho waB prompt- 
ly taken Into custody. 

Nows haB boon received at Havre of the 
abandonment of tho British vessel Why Not, 
on fire with her passengers on board. The 
vobboI waa bound for tho island of Jersey 
with foddor. Tho crow deBortod tho paB- 
aengora when tho vobboI caught firo, and 
puceeoded in landing not far from Havre. 
Tho fato of tho paBeongorB is nob known. 

A dispatch from Vienna Bays Count Go- 
louohowski, sucoeBBor to Count Kalnoky ae 
imperial minister of foroign affairs, after e 
ploaaant alluaion to hia predecessor, Baid ho 
would continue tho same polioy and main- 
tain tho peaceful allianoo of the throo cen- 
tral Europoan powers, as tho oourso best 
odaptod to fostor tho friondahlp of tho othor 
powers. 

After tho olootion of M. Zaimis, tho can- 
didate of tho Dolyannis party, to tho presi- 
dency of tho Greek chamber, by a vote of 
146 to 44, tho memberB of tho cabinet tele- 
phoned thoir resignations to tho king. 
King Goorge thoroupon summoned M. Nloh- 
olas Dolyonnia and requested him to form a 
now cabinet. The new ministry is ua fol- 
lows : Minister of finance, M. Nicholas 
Dolyannis ; foroign affairs, M. Skouzeo ; In- 
torlor, M. Mauromiohalis ; war, M. Smololz; 
marine, M. Vargoglis ; justice, M. Lovldla.

Senator Macdonald to Bring Up the 
Position aud Claims of British 
Columbia. 



Child Insurance— The Auditor-Gener- 
al's Office -Miserable Failure of 
Opposition Caballings- 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Juno 11. — Senator Maodonald 
haa given notice of his intention to diBouss 
tho commercial and financial position of 
Brltiah Columbia and ask tho government 
if lb considers tho province entitled to as 
full proportionate representation and to all 
the other rights and privilogee now enjoyed 
by ovory other province. 

Mr. McCarthy will question the govern- 
ment about tho recenb negotiations regard- 
ing Manitoba school affaira. 

Rev. Manly Benaon, a Methodist preacher, 
who lectured undor tho auepices of the in- 
terior department, in England, last year, 
wub examined in the publio accounts com- 
mittee this morning. Tho examination 
caused uproarious laughter, the opposition 
oomplotely failing to sooro a point. 

A million lobster eggs havo been secured 
by the govornmont for the hatohery in 
Nova Suotio. 

The House waa engaged all day discussing 
the auditor- general's petition for a commit- 
too of inquiry into the workings of his de- 
partment.

The 3onate to-day discuBaed child insur- 
ance. 

Hon. Mr. MoLellan wanted the govern- 
ment to introduoe a bill to prohibit euch 
insurance but Hon. Mr. Angers said that 
the alleged danger of this class of insur- 
ance had been greatly magnified.

The water did not riao 
within many feet of the levol it attained in 
1894, and, exoept for pedestrians, tho gravel 
road across the prairie near the town has 
not baon closed to traffic. 



ITALIAN PARLIAMENT. 

Ministerial Policy us Laid Down by tho King 
in 111b Opening Speech. 

London, Juno 10.— Queen Marghorita 
arrived as tho purliamonb a few minutes be- 
fore King Humbert roachod tho throno. 
Sho woro a costume of ivory satin and a 
hornet of whito and gold with diamond pin 
orutMiionts. Sho was given an unusually 
cordial reception, and was obliged to bow 
repeatedly beforo taking her aeab. Tho 
Prince of Naples stood at her right hand, 
and the Count of Turin at Lho left of her 
throno. Premier Crispi advanood fiom tho 
proup of ministors, and aftor taking tho 
King's order read tho oath of allegiance. 

His Mnjosty took his seat upon tho throno 
with the cuBtomory ceromonloa, and in hia 
speech Baid : " Tho Italian pooplo have bo 
clearly manifested their opinion at the polls 
that no doubt remains regarding the qo.es 
tiona which require tho promptest discus- 
sion by the assembly. The people recog- 
nize that tho finances of Italy occupy tho 
foromoat plaoo in this connection, and that 
tho BtricteBb rotronohmont of tho expendi- 
tures is necessary in ordor to raise Italy's 
oredlt abroad. Parliament will thon bo 
asked to dovoto itsolf to tko important 
question of communal finanoeB and adminis- 
tration, and to judicial reforms." 

Hia Majesty also said that ho trusted that 
this parliament s legislation would do much 
to draw together tho varioui classes of the 
population. Continuing, King Humbert 
dwelb at length upon tho friendship existing 
botween Italy and Great Britain, and upon 
their co operation in Africa, adding that the 
policy of Italy in Africa henceforth would 
be ono of consolidation of her possessions, 
and nob of adventure. Hia Majosty con- 
cluded with remarking that ho relied upon 
tho c-ffortB of the members of parliament to 
maintain theodifioeof national unity erected 
by his father, Vicbor Emanuel. 

The King's speech waa greatly applauded 
on all sides and there wero repeated cheers 
for hia majeBty. 

At a meeting of members forming a ma- 
jority of the Italian chamber of deputies 
251 deputies were preaenb. Premier Signor 
Crispi addressed those present and urged 
them to unite in the election of a president 
of tho ohamber, and proposed tho name of 
Signor T. Billa, who was ono of tho vice- 
presidents of bho recenb chamber of depu- 
ties. Tho proposition of the premier was 
unanimously adopted. The opposition can- 
didate is Onoroto Caotani, Duke of Sermon- 
ob&, also ono of tho vioo-presidenta of the 
recant ohamber of deputies.

Arrival of the "Empress of Japan' 
Admiral Fremautle a Distin- 
guished Passenger. 

Poor Luck of Sealers on the Japan- 
ese Side-The " Hyacinth" 
in Dock. 



Tho big white llnor Empress of Japan, 
Captain Geo. A. Lee, R N.R., dropped an- 
chor off tho outer wharf ycaterday at noon, 
after a quick and uneventful trip from the 
Orient. The utoamer left Y/okohama June 
1 with largo paBBencor and freight lists, in- 
cluding 250 Aniaticc. Twelve saloon pas- 
sengers, 14 Japanese and 47 Chinese woro 
landed here. Tho cVgo was made up of 
gonoral merchandise— about 2,500 tons in 
all. Among the pasaongorB to come aBhoro 
here waB Admiral Sir E. R. Fromantle, who 
was in oommand of tho Asiatic station and 
who has now been relieved and is on his 
way to England, Admiral Buller taking 
oommand of the .station. ^Admiral Fro- 
mantle'fl position was an important and dif- 
ficult one during tho lata war, and in the 
dischargo of his duties he has been much bo- 
foro thopubilc. Hosponttheafternoonvieiting 
at Esquimau and later in tho day drove 
around the city. His Intention is to pro- 
coed to Eogland by easy stageB, taking in 
various points of interest on tho way. 
Anothtr well known Englishman on board 
was Mr. J aires Troup, Hritiah Consul at 
Yokohama. Mr. Troup has been In tho con- 
sular Bervioe tinco 18(51 and is one of tho 
best poBted nun in Japan on political and 
other questions ; ho has also rendered valu- 
able auaiatauoo to British Columbia sealers 
in Japanoee waiern at various times. In his 
opinion affairs in Japan are rapidly aaBum 
ing a normal condition, and ere long every- 
thing will bo aa usual, except tho natural 
advantages which are suro to oome as a re- 
sult of the groat victory. Mr. Troup is on 
his way to Eogland for a brief rest, and 
did not land here. Captain McQuhae, flag 
captain ; Lieutonant Leatham, flag 
lieutenant ; Mr. Donman, assistant pay- 
master, and Mr. H. W. Paul, seoretary ; 
all of Admiral ^Fremantlo's staff, also were 
passengors by the Empress. Commander 
Fleet, R N , who has been on the ABiatio 
station, was another who landod hero, acd 
will romaln viaiting friends for a abort time. 
Captain Bourchier, R N , is also on his way 
home for a short rest. Mr. R. K. Phillips, 
of the Borneo olvil service, and Mr. Levy, a 
well known Australian cattle raisor, were 
among tho cabin passengors ; both are going 
to England. Mr. A G. Laflin and his eon, 
Mr. L. Laflin, prominent Chicago gentle- 
men, wore two other of the passengers. By 
two o'olock all passongers and freight for 
Victoria had been transferred to the lighter 
and the Empress proceeded on her way to 
Vancouver. An event of great iDtereBt in 
Japan when the Japan sailed was 
the roturn of tho Emperor from Hiro- 
shima to the capital ut Tokyo. 
Soon after war « as declared His Imperial 
Majesty left his palace at Tokyo and pro- 
ceeded to Hiroshima, where the principal 
headquarters of the empire were estab- 
lished, and from which ho went In person 
to direofc the foroes of Japan. Peace having 
been established, there was no longer occa- 
sion to remain away from the centre of the 
empire, and bo preparations were made to 
return, and the Imperial family left Hir- 
oshima May 31. All along the line the 
greatest enthusiasm was manifested, the 
people turning out and lining both sides of 
the track along whloh their beloved Em- 
peror was to pass. In Tokyo the oity was 
orowded with people who had come In to 
welcome the Emperor, and amid the great- 
eat rejoiolng he proceeded to the Imperial 
palace. 

SEALERS IN JAPAN WATERS. 

Sealing operations in Japanese coast 
waters are now practically at an end and 
the catches reported to date are none too 
favorable. Nearly all the Victoria fleet will 
go to Bohring sea beforo returning home, 
following the seal as uaual along the Copper 
island coast. When the EmpreaB of Japan 
left tho Orient all had not yet made their 
appearance in port. Ono schooner in par- 
ticular, tho E. B. Marviri, had not arrived, 
though her ownorB hero fully expoctod In- 
formation to that effeot by tho EmpreBS. 
Up till tho time of the Bailing of tho Bteamer 
there had arrived ut Hakodate the following 
fleet, tho catohes being thus reported to R. 
P. Rithet k Co, Ltd : Willard Ainsworth 
917, May 17; Herman 47'J, May 21; Vera 
706, May 22; J. Epp ! nger 785, May 25; 
Mary Ellen 777; May 25; Alton 299, May 
26; Boroalis 733, May 27; City of San Diego 
371, May 27; Rattler 345, May 28 Pre- 
vious to May 28, tho Casco with 1,200 skins 
and tho Brenda with 900 odd were reported 
spokon. Theso other vessels were reported 
spoken to that date: Allin I. Alger 730, Arc- 
tic 90, Annie E Paint 991, Bonanzi 750, E. 
B Marvin 550, E E WebBtor 150, Mattio 
T. Dyer 557, Ocean Belle 800, Pioneer 735, 
and RosaSparkB 100. 

THE FAST '.' THERMOrYI.X " 

Hall, Robs k Co.'s olipper bark Ther- 
mopyl.e, Captain Winchester, which is con- 
tinually making records for fast sailing, 
arrived yesterday morning from Shanghai, 
just twenty nlno days from port to port. 
She was towed in from Bea by tho little Port 
Townsend tug Magic, but having no cargo 
was not docked as customary. She arrived 
In ballast and found hero a charter awaiting 
her to load grain on Puget Sound for Cork 
at 70 shillings. Apart; from the apeod main- 
tained, tho bark'B voyage here waa unevent- 
ful. Not a siil was sighted throughout, a 
nine-day fog being the only impediment to 
tho trip This, Captain Winchester con- 
siders, detained him ovor a week. 

FOR KAVOItS RECEIVED 

The department of Trade and Commeroo 
has been advised that in view of tho im- 
portant concoBalons made to tho Canudian- 
AuBtralian lino by tho Howailan govern- 
ment, Mr. Huddart'a company haB agreed 
to carry all Hawaiian mails without chargo 
to the government for a period of two years, 
and olso to hold to tho existing sohedule of 
pasBengor and froight charges.

A OHBERFUL OUTLOOK. 

Tho address of Sir Donald A. Smith, Pre- 
Bldontof the Bank of Montreal, at the an- 
nual bank meeting, which took place on tho 
3rd inst., contains some passages whioh may 
throw a little light on matters about which 
there was some rather warm controversy in 
thii oity a short time ago. The tone of tho 
President's address is cheerful and hopeful. 
He, perhaps bettor than anyone in Canada, 
is in a position to view the financial state of 
the country in its true light, and the great 
institution to which he bolongs has a deep 
and a direct interest in the goneral welfare. 
It is not the habit of bank authorities to 
paint too bright a picture of the future. 
(They aro not given to over-statements in 
that direction. On tho contrary, their ad' 
vlco to the public is invariably to be prepar 
ed for the " rainy days " — to be prudent and 
cautious In the oonduot of business. 
Though tho President and tho Goneral 
Managers of the Bank of Montreal do not 
this your depart from the traditional poliey 
of their class, what they Bay is calculated 
to encourage and nob to depress tho busi 
nesB men of the country. 

Sir Donald A. Smith believoB, as most 
thinking men do, that the country has 
passed through a hard and a trying timo 
batter, perhaps, than might have been ex 
pectod. He said : 

You will observe from the report just 
read that the net profits oi tho Bank dur- 
ing the past year show a decline of $103,000 
in round numbers, or less than 1 per cent, 
upon capital as aompared with the state- 
ment of the preceding year. While we 
could have desired a better result, undor 
all tho circumstances with which the Bink 
has had to contend, we consider it very 
gratifying, and trust It may bo so regarded 
by you. Tho causes which have producod 
this result will bo given more in detail by 
the General Manager. I would, however, 
anticipate his remarks with the ob- 
servation that tho year has been 
marked by quiet trade at homo 
and by dull trade abroad, by declining 
prioos, by keen competition among tradors of 
all classes, by difficulty In finding remuner- 
ative employment for capital, and by the 
continued prevalence of singularly low rates 
of interest. The period through whioh we 
havo passed has not been remarkable in new 
events. A wide-spread prostration of trade 
has occurred for now many years past, and 
looking biek on tho traces upon tho path of 
industry, commerco and finanoo made by 
that adverse wave wo are glad to boliove 
that they will bo found lesB deep in Canada 
thun in most countries. 

Sir Donald A. thus directs attontion to 
tho soundness of Canada's financial condi- 
tion : 

In this connection lot mo draw your at- 
tention to the high rank which Canadian 
securities have maintained throughout the 
long depression. A loading English author 
ity, writing recently on tho appreciation of 
high class securities, remarked that " Taken 
all round it will bo seen that us compared 
with fifteon years ago tho yield upon first 
clues securities gouurully has declined upon 
an avoruge of about '25 per cent., or in other 
words that capital values havo risen to a 
corresponding ortotit, for ono fact merely 
implios tho other. " In tho tablo supplied 
by thiB authority it appears that Cana- 
dian 4 por cont Jsocuritius have rison 21 J 
por oont. since 1880, a higher rate than 
that of tho bonds of any other British 
colony. The suggestion arisoa that, whllo a 
property liko tho Bank of Montroal la ownod 
praotioally and exclusively in Canada, a 
comparison upon the lines indioatod would 
not be without intorost, and it will be satis- 
factory to the shareholdora to learn that 
whllo sinoo 1880 tho valuo of tho aharos of 
tho Bank of England hue risen '25J por 
cont. , of the London and County Bank 2-U 
per oont., of tho London and Woatminstor 
B ink 22 por cont. , and of other principal 
British banks somowhut less, tho vuluo of 
the stock of the Bink of Montroal has ad- 
vanced sinoo 1880 by 5!) por cent. 

The Prosideut adduces ovidonco to show 
that trudo ia roviving in England, in tho 
Unitod Statoa and in Canada. With rogard 
to Canada ho said : 

It is, howovor, moro particularly to tho 
roasons which Boom to warrant u hopeful 
viow boiDg taken of tho oommorcial outlook 
in our own country that I would draw your 
attention, because after all our prosperity ub 
a corporation muBt mainly rost upon tho 
trado conditions in Canada. Those roasonB 
aro neithor fow nor unimportant. If, for in- 
stance, wo look at tho clearing housy returns 



of this city of Montreal during the past 
month of Slay, it will be found that the 
aggregate amount of the clearings has 
been §57,146,200 ub compared with §49,. 
291,200 In the corresponding month last 
year, and §54,325,000 in May of 1893, the 
figures showing an undoubted improvement 
in business, even as compared with 
two yoars ago. Then as to railway 
earnings you are doubtless aware that 
our two principal arteries of traffio have 
suffered a serious diminution in earnings 
since the continental depression sot in, 
although aa compared with United States 
railways, those in Canada oannob be 
said to have done badly, Tho point 
upon which we havo to congratulate our- 
selves, however, is that sinco tho begin- 
ning of the present your the profits of the 
Canadian Pacific railway show an improve- 
ment up to the closo of April over those of 
the like period lust year, tho gain for tho 
month of April alono baing 586,840, and 
that in the case of tho Grand Trunk rail- 
wuv the receipts havo riBon from §1,020,500 
to £1,051,830 in tho five weoks ending with 
May 25. From roeults of thiB kind we 
have, I think, fairly good reason to infer 
that tho turn in the tide of business has 
come, ia which view some confirmation may 
bo found in the rising scale of prices both 
horo and abroad. 

Tho flourishing oondition of tho growing 
orop gives a good ground of hopo that whon 
the revival in trado is assured, this Domin 
ion will bo in a position to tako advantage 
of it. Canada's resources aro, as the 
speakor said, abundant, and he pointed to 
indications which show that the volume of 
the country's trade is bound to increase, 
even if there is a falling off hero and there 
In some particular produot. 

Tho abundance of Canadian resources 
finds exemplification in trade export re- 
turns, which show a value of §83,895.000 of 
domestic products sent abroad from July 1, 
1894, to May 1. 1895, as compared with an 
oxport of §82,293,000 of Canudian products 
in tho corresponding period of the preceding 
year, thus Bhowing an inoroaao in tht> ,;'luo 
of tho goods whioh wo havo boon ablo to 
soli abroad despite u somewhat low range 
of prices. Whon we remembor that this 
growth of our export oommorco has boon 
coincident with a reduction in tho valuo of 
Imports, I think wo may rest assured, not 
only of the accumulative power of the 
country, but of tho prudence, ability and 
sound judgment which, in alliance with a 
well based and sagaciously directed banking 
system, lies at the foundation of its com 
merclal affairs. It behooves us, however, to 
put forth every possible tfforb in aid of tho 
revival of prosperity. 

Ib is to be observod that tho Prosidonb of 
tho Bank of Montreal is of the opinion that 
an increase of exports, indepondontly of 
every other consideration, is an encouraging 
Bign. 

Mr. ClouBton, tho General Manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, an ablo and an ex 
porionced man of business, is of opinion thab 
Canada has ridden out tho commercial 
storm bravely and with but little damago to 
any of her interests. Ho, too, looks to the 
Immediate future hopefully. Ho said : 

Though the past year has not been a pros 
perouB ono It should be a sourco of great 
satisfaction to Canadians that tho business 
community in Canada has come bo well 
through the ordeal and with so few failures 
and disasters. In that we osmparo favor- 
ably with any other country. Indeed, it 
has been a great surprise to mo how well we 
have stood it. It is too soon to say wo 
are out of tho woods, but in the United 
States there seems to be no doubt that the 
corner has been turned, and aa Canada muBt 
always be affected in no small measure by 
tho condition of affairs in thab country, it is 
reasonable to suppose that horo also tho de- 
pression has spent its forco. There is un- 
doubtedly a moro hopeful feeling, and 
though tho improvement may be to a cer- 
tain extent sentimental, many must havo 
benefited by the rise in staples, which — with 
the exception of butter and ohooso — has 
been goneral. Still, much doponds on the 
coming orop, and until it is assured tho 
danger is not over. 

When men of wide and long bnslness ox- 
porionoo and of acknowledged ability like 
the President and the General Manager of 
the Bank of Montroal take a ohoerful view 
of tho present financial condition of the 
country and speak hopefully and encourag- 
ingly of tho future, it is safe to pay bat 
little attention to tho croakings and tho 
dismal predictions of men whose ability is 
small, whoso outlook is narrow and whoso 
experience is exceedingly limited. 



A SURE INDICATION. 

Ono of the most pleasant indications of 
tho revival of business in tho United States 
is tho voluntary increase of wages givon to 
employes by manufacturing and other busi- 
ness concerns. Tho Now York Times, which 
has been collecting information and publish- 
ing reports since tho beginning of April, 
aays that up to tho 5th of tho present month 
tho number of companies which havo in 
creased the wages of employes Is 278, and 
tho number of workors bonefitod ia 184,000 
Tho concerns aro of many kinds and boiiio 
of them aro very largo. Tho Consolidated 
Stcol and Wire Company, Chicago, having 
works in many plaooa, givo an incroaso ol 10 
por cent, to 0,000 mon. The increaso whioh 
tho Cambria Iron Co., Johnstown, 1'onn., 
accord to thoir 3,000 employes ie 10 per 
cent., which is an addition to thoir pay roll 
of §20,000. Among these proBporous con- 
oornB aro woollen companies, manufacturers 
of cotton goods, foundrioa, rolling mills, an 
olovatod railway company, miningoompamoB, 
otc. Tho rato of increase is gonorally 10 per 
cent. 

Tho rosumption ol work in factories and 
othor industrial concornB which had boen 
for Bomo timo idlo is another sign of tho ad- 
vent of good times. Bradstroot's shows 
that sinoo tho beginning of April work has 
boon resumed in 227 industrial planta whoro 
it had boen discontinued, and that by each 
resumptions omploymont haa boon givon to 
53,400 persons. Noarly all tho incroaseB 
wore voluntary on the part of tho employ, 
era. " Tho Btrength and oxtont of tho vol- 
untary incroaBO of wages," aayB Bradstroot's, 
" is indeed a most oncouraging exhibition of 
tho forco of the undorlying conditions of Im- 
provomont of goneral trade throughout tho 
country." Tho improvement in businoBB, 
of whioh these voluntary incrousoa of wages 
aro tho most oonvinoing ovidonco, has 
rouohod Canada, and will no doubt extend 
boforo vory long to ovory parb of it. 



GLOWING REPORTS. 

The crop report of the Manitoba Free 
Press is mor b encouraging. Its evening edi- 
tion of tho 7th inat. contains reports of the 
oondition of tho crops from tho vast region 
lying between the Hod River and the Rocky 
Mountains. "Tho verdiot iB unanimous," 
says the Free PresB, " that tho crops wore 
nevar so far udvanci d at this date in any 
previous year and tho prospoots f jr an early 
and an abundant harvest provail throughout 
tho whole of Manitoba and tho Territories 
whero corouls ure grown." The " early har- 
vest " signifies a great deal to tho inhabit- 
ants of this great wheat growing region, for 
it moana that thoir crops will escape the 
" oarly frosts," which aro the dread of the 
farmer in all parts of the Northwest. Horo 
are a fow specimens of the reports : 

Portaoe la Prairie — Tho cropB through- 
out the plains never looked hotter than at 
present. Tho earliest of tho crop that was 
nipped by frosb ia recovering nicely. The 
farmers are very jubilant. 

Carbjsrry — Crops hero aro looking first 
class and growing rapidly. It is said they 
are ten days ahead of this time last year. 
Plenty of rain and everything favorable. 
Rooent frosts did no harm. 

MooSOMlN — Farmers say that bho pros- 
pects for a good orop in this district wore 
nover better than at preBont. Tho rocont 
frost has dono no damage. 

Qu'Appellk — The crops in this vicinity 
aro fur moro promising than they have been 
at this stage of the season for years. Tho 
total aoroage undor crop is 19,07 1, according 
to tho assessment roll, an inoroaeo of 3,000 
Bares over lasb year. 

Edmonton — CropB aro looking splondid 
in this dlstriot and are much further ad- 
vanced than at this timo last year. About 
a third more wheat than last year haa boen 
sown, and doublo tho quantity of outB. 
Vory llttlo damage Is reported to havo been 
dono by tho frosts of last week. 

Sounis— Tho grain in this district is from 
three to four weeks ahead of tho cropa. 
The prospects could not bo brighter. 

CartwrIght— Farmers Bay that grain of 
all kinds is ono month ahead of lasb year, 
and expect a heavy yield. No damage by 
frosb. 

Tho torritory over which those settle- 
ments extend is very extonsivo, yet tho re- 
ports aro vory much alike, and all oncour- 
aging. If the weather continues favorable, 
1895 will bo a glorious yoar for tho wholo of 
the Northwest.

HEALTH MATTERS. 

Unsanitary Shacks to Re Destroyed— A List 
to lie Prepared. 

The Board of Health yeaterday had a con- 
sultation with the medical health officer and 
sanitary inspector Coulin in regard to tho 
enforcement of compliance with tho sani 
tary by-law, with respect to certain old 
shacks that have by reason of their unsani- 
tary condition become a menace to the pub- 
lic health. Dr. Duncan stated that thoro 
wero a numliar of old shacks used as wash- 
houses tho foundations of which wero rotten 
and ao saturated with filth that tho only 
way to deal with them wus to burn them 
down. 

Tho sanitary Inspector's report pre- 
sented at Monday uignt's council meeting 
was taken up, and Mr. Conlin explained 
that the owner of one of tho two buildings 
recommendod to bodoBtroyed had given per- 
mission to tho city to havo tho pluce burned 
or torn down. A letter waB read from tho 
owner of tho other building, esking moro 
time to put tho plaoo in a Banitary condi- 
tion. 

Tho aotlo'n of tho medioil hoalth officer 
and inspector waa endorsed, and tho matter 
loft to their discretion. 

A oouplo of old shacks opposite tho 
market, on Cormorant street, wero roported 
by Mr. Conlin as unfit for habitation, and 
rocommendod destroyed. 

It was decided to authorize tho medical 
health officer and tho inBpootor to got tho 
advice of tho city barristers and prepare a 
list of places to bo destroyed.

Demoralization iii Korea— Japanese 
Interference Necessary to Pre- 
vent a Serious Crisis. 



The Conquering Nation Dissatislled 
With the Outcome of the Treaty 
Negotiations. 



(Correspondence Associated Preaa.) 
Tokio, May 31 —After several postpone- 
ments Admiral Kabayama, the Japanese 
governor-general of Formosa, aailod for that 
island on May 24. The delay has been 
caused by repeated failuros of tho Chineso 
government to provido for tho formalitioa of 
transfer. A suitablo commissioner was difli 
cult to find. Finally the duty was assigned 
to tho son of Li Hung Chang, and his ap- 
pointment having been announced an im- 
perial deoroo waa promulgated, ordoring all 
civil and military Chineso oliicials to vacate 
tho premises and roturn to the mainland. 
It is understood that tho younger Li goes to 
Formosa much against his inclination, and 
the circumstance again directs attention to 
the alleged precarious position of the Li 
family Undoubtedly the ox-viceroy is now 
the object of a particularly malignant in- 
trigue, but he has balllad his enemies ao 
eften that no extreme consequences are ex- 
pected from this latest organized persecu- 
tion. 

It is not known whether arrangomonta 
have been made for the transportation of 
troops, and if this question ia not satis- 
factorily settled the consequences may bo 
disagreoablo. Tho soldiers are of tho worst 
class, and are already rioting through tho 
districts in whioh thoy are stationod. For- 
eigners ac the porta are protected by de- 
tachments of marines from Kuropoan ships, 
but until tho artnod rabblo of 5U.000 or 
more is disposed of tho coaBt roglons will 
bo perilously insecure. 

The government of Koroa has fallen into 
such a elough of demoralization that no 
pretence of reform ia now maintained. The 
miniatora give no hoed to public business 
but Bcheme only to onrich themselves, soma 
by negotiating with Russia for tho sale of a 
port on the oaatorn ooaat ; others by otler- 
ing counter proposals to Europoan powers 
opposed to Russian aggrandisement, and 
atill others by conniving at tho return of 
the Ming exiles who were driven out of the 
country for their crimes when China's 
inlluenco was overthrown. Two of the 
Mings aro said to have been 
brought in disguise to the neigh- 
borhood of Seoul, whore they await the 
Queen's signal to demand recognition from 
tho feeble King. Count Inouye haB not yot 
found the way to bring order out of the 
Korean chaos, and It is reported that, eick 
and weary of the Btrugglo, ho is about to 
leave tho country. Unless he can be dis- 
suaded from this step, the Koreans will aa- 
Bume that Japan has decided to abandon her 
task of regenerating the wretched kingdom, 
and the government will fail to utter degra- 
dation. 

If Japan's restraining influence is remov- 
ed, nothing can prevent the Queen from re- 
viving the corrupt system of formor yoarB. 
She will be Bupremo, for the Tai Won Kun, 
who formerly held her in check, has appar- 
ently gone into decrepitude since- his belov- 
ed grandson waa banished for plotting mur- 
der and treason. The old man's latest 
exploit was a cunningly arranged flight from 
hia palace, with a viow to joining the ox 
patriatcd criminal ; but a hundred police- 
men were put on his track, the report says, 
at the point of a hundred swords. The 
Japanese legation, until very recently court- 
ed by all tho aspirants to political advance- 
ment, is now quito disregarded, owiug to 
tho Impression that Japan's position in 
Korea will hereafter depend upon Russian 
dlotation ; but tho Japaneso government do- 
nies that any departure from the policy an- 
nounced last year la contemplated. Whc'.hfr 
through Count Inouye's agency or thai of 
some other statesman, the peninsular Btate 
ia to be preserved from self destruction and 
piloted to Belf-government. No change in 
this programme is acknowledged. 

The people of the empire nourish in sul- 
len silouce their discontent with tho uiothodB 
by which poaco has boon secured, and, aa a 
whole, refuso to partiolpato in any dieplay 
of gratification at the closo of tho war. In 
many quarters doubta are expressed as to 
the durability of tho settlement with Rus- 
sia, Germany and France. Tho newspapers 
are not permitted to speak freoly, but the 
majority of those which escape suspension 
hint at the possibility of fresh entangle- 
ments presently to bo disclosed. It does 
not appear that theso suspicions have any 
material foundation, yet thoy are cortainly 
Bhared by tho community in general. Gov- 
ernment securities contiuuo depressed, and 
war bonds aro selling at lower figures than 
before peace waa declared. Ominoua rumors, 
such as thab of RuBsia preparing to 
Boizi Fort LazarefJ, and that largo bodioa 
of French sailors and marines havo been 
landed in Formosa, aro circulated with a 
morbid avidity, aa if the populace were 
eager to discover some warrant for the pro- 
vailing disquietude, liut the best informa- 
tion that can bo gathered for otlijiul sources 
ia distinctly reassuring up to tho present 
time. 

The foreign offico uflirms that no ground 
for apprehension exists with regard to either 
cf tho three recently hoBtilo Europoan 
powerB, and the diplomatic representatives 
of theso powers take pains to contradiot all 
reports to the ttleat that further trouble in 
anticipated. It is believed to bo truo that 
Russia goes on strengthening tho defences 
of Vladivoatock with undiminished onorgy, 
but Japan evidently does not look upon this 
as a warning addr6aaed to her, for aho ia dis- 
banding her reserves and preparing to re- 
store her army divisions to thoir peaao foot- 
ing. If external complications aro impend- 
ing, it ie at leaat aortain that Japan is doing 
nothing to guard against thorn. 

Tho domestic political outlook ia leas 
aorone. Tho government ia manifeating a 
great deal of curiosity respecting tho condi- 
tion of public opinion. Provincial gov 
ernors throughout tho empire havo boon 
ordered to inquiro mlnutoly Into t li is sub 
ject and report to Kioto and Toklo. Thoro 
should bo little difiiculty In obtaining tho 
required intolllgonoo. Tho public fooling if 
not much divided, and is plainly avowed in 
speech, though no printod declaration of it 
appears. It is as unfriondly to the admin- 
istration as if tho empire's interests hud 
boon sacrificed in every particular. Tho 
acquisition of Formosa ia taken aa a matter 
of courso, whilo the abandonment of Man- 
churia is bewailed as grievously au if tho 
dearest hopes of tho nation had beon con- 
terod wholly upon that Blnglo atrip of terri- 
tory. 

With tho blood full of humors, tho boated 
torm is all tho more oppressive. Give tho 
systom a thorough cleansing with Ayor'a Snr 
aaparllla and a doao or two of AVer's 1'IIIb, 
and you will onjoy summer ao novor before 
In your life Juat try thla (or once, and you'll 
not ropont it.

The Statue of the Father of Confed- 
eration unveiled in Mon- 
treal. 



A Demonstration of Heartfelt Esteem 
—Speech by the Governor- 
General. 



(From tho Alontreal Star, Juno 0.) 

The sad sixth of June, already memorable 
as the day on which Canada lost tho chief 
architect) of her groatnoaa, will henceforth 
bo doubly momorablo to MontroalorB aa tho 
day upon which wo of the Royal city did 
durable honor to tho "loyal subjeot." 

Amid tho nalvos of artillery rovorber- 
ating from tho slopes of old Mount Royal — 
and down tho valley of the St. Lawronco ; 
amid tho shouts and huzziB of thousands of 
loyal and grateful Canadians asBombled to 
do honor to the momory of tho illustrious 
doad ; surrounded by tho military Btrongth 
of an empire, as embodied in the guard of 
honor composed of tho Canadian militia and 
cadets ; and honored by tho prosonca of 
perhaps tho moat representative gathering 
of prominent men and women over as- 
sembled in tho Dominion, Montreal's monu- 
ment to tho momory of tho " old chieftain," 
the first Primo Minister of our young ooun- 
try, tho ardent lover of " the meteor flag 
of Old England," British iustitutiona and 
tho Britiah aystem of govornmont — Sir John 
Macdonald — wae unvoilod this afternoon by 
Hia Excellency tho Earl of Aberdeen, Gov- 
ernor General of Canada. 

After the arrival of tho Govornor-Gonoral, 
Sir Donald Smith mado a few introductory 
romarks and called upon Hia Excollency to 
perform the oeremooy of unveiling. 

As the large canvas droppod to the ground, 
an immense oheer wont up from tho vast as- 
semblage. It was the spontaneous outburst 
of Liberal and Conservative alike to one 
whom all had recognizid as the "Father of 
his Cmntiy," and who had boon lovingly 
called Sir John by each. 

lord Aberdeen's speech. 

His Excollenoy said : Tho memorial in 
now before you, and this ailont cfligy will 
long be clt(juent in commemorating a groat 
career and in Inspiring to high aima of 
patriotism and apirit. 

This is a notable occasion, bat even tbia 
groat concourse and these imposing Bur- 
rouodingo would not bo truly adequate in 
relation to that which haa brought ua to- 
gether unleaa thla aBBomblage wore not only 
numerous, but alao repreaontativo and com- 
prehensive. 

For this memorial, orootod by oitizona of 
Montreal, now bolongs to the whole oity, 
and not only to the whole oity, but in no 
small sense to tho whole Dominion, remind- 
ing ua that thoao who truly aorve tholr 
country deserve the gratitude and tho eB- 
teem of all ; and that those who may have 
differed from them on questions of polioy 
and methods may juatly unite aa is eo fitly 
done to-day in celebrating their fame. 
(Cheers) 

When Lord Roaebory unveilod the memo- 
rial to Sir John Macdonald in Westminster 
Abbey, he said — after alluding to tho ex- 
ample of earneat patriotism which hia life 
had aot forth : " Let ua by tho shrine of 
this signal Statesman resolve that come 
what may, we too will remember our re- 
sponsibility and not fail or flinch from it." 



FRENCH FOREIGN POLICY. 

M. Hanotaux Explains anil .luatlllea the Course 
of Ilia Goverciueut. 

Paris, Juno 11.— Tho poaition of Franco'a 
policy in the Far Eaat was rovived in tho 
ohamber of doputiea by M. Millor, Socialist, 
who proteated against Franco playing what 
he termed " Gormany'a game," and was 
supported by other Socialist members of 
tho chamber, who objooted to tho participa- 
tion of ffrocoe in tho comin^ festivities in 
BODneol Ion with the Opening of tho Baltic 
and iNortn aea canal. M. Hanotaux, minis- 
ter for foreign alTiira, replied amid Radical 
interruptions, which was met by Centre crioa 
of " Silonoe, communiota." Ho defended 
tho prosonca of tho French equiidron at 
Kiel, by saying that tho French Bailors 
would represent, not a humilatcd, down- 
trodden France, bub a nation conti-fent in 
her atrongth and rich onough in glory to 
dread comparison with no other powor. 
Adverting to tho question of Fronoh polioy 
in tho far East, M. Hanotaux declared that 
ovou had French internets boon less affected 
than they wero, the government would have 
canBidorod it to U n ( ta imperative duty to 
iutorveno in^dtediattly altpr RusBlan in- 
terests wc ltJ thrcatenod. Nobody could ho 
blind, ll0 continued, to thu dangers of a 
rn ^f.rBal of French policy in refuah.g to sup- 
port Russia at this delieato juncture. 

Continuing his romarks upon the subject 
of tho presenco of tho French iquadron at 
Kiel, M. Hanotaux Baid that tho InloreBt 
of France, too, justified tho attitudo 
adopted, and ho pointed out tho Bituation 
in Egypt at tho prosont time aB a rosult of 
the mistaken policy of abstention which tho 
Fronoh parliamont had forced upon Gam 
botta and who foroBaw the result el tho evils 
of tho policy of restraining the government 
from activity so far aa tho Suez canal was 
concerned.

Webstor's Speeches. 

Webster was often, aa we hnve Been, 
roused to great utterances on tho spur of 
tho iustant by sonic immediate provoca- 
tion, and no one could do grander things 
without preparation of any sort. He bad 
really no methods or habits of prepara- 
tion. Sometimes ho wrote out before 
speaking. Sometimes he wrote out elab- 
orately after speaking.

Sometimes, 
as in the Hayne case, a very short time. 

Ono of the grandest orations — perhaps 
the grandest of all — wns tho eulogy on 
Adams* and Jefferson. They died in 1820 
on July 4. A week elapsed before he ac- 
cepted tho appointment to deliver the ou- 
logy. It wits delivered on Aug. 2. Three 
weeks of midsummer heat was all he had 
for thatmugiiiliceiitdiscour.se. But I have 
reason to believe that his habit was al- 
ways to moke preparation for his efforts 
when there was opportunity for doing so.,

Clove Trees, 
the small evergreen tree from which 
cloves are taken was originally a native 
of the Spice islands, but it is now culti- 
vated in warm climates In all parts of the 
world The clove of commerce is the un- 
opened flower of the tree. They are quite 
small, but grow in large clusters along 
the branches. After gathering the buds 
nro smoked by a wood Are and dried in 
the sun. Both the taste and smell of the 
cloves depend on the quantity of the oil 
they contain. SoinetiiiH'H the oil is sepa- 
rated from the cloves before they are sold, 
and the odor nnd taste are in consequence 
much weakened. If you desire to know 
something of the form of tho bud in the 
natural state, soak a few cloves for a short 
time in hot water. The petals of the flow- 
er will soften and readily unroll.— Yankee 
Blade.
